What Has Been Done This Year by One 
Minnesota Farmer. 

(Frois. tho Fargo (Miun.) Times.) 

"We bad the curiosity the otber day 
to ask Mr. Dairy niple what ho expected 
the profit on his wheat crop would ho 
this year. Ho replied thnt at present 
prices for wheat his not profit would 
be about §10 per acre. As he is half 
owner of 7,500 acres of wheat in tho 
Red River Valley, and has 1,500 acres 
on his home farm at Cottage Grove, 
Minn., his profits this year may be 
safely put down at $50,000. Mr. 
Dalrymple has five steam throshors now 
at work on his i 000 acre farm Cassel- 
ton, each one threshing an average of 

I, 000 bushels per day. The grain is 
haulod directly to tho cars as fast as 
thrashed, and shipped to New York, 
via Duluth and the lakes. He loads 
and forwards fifteen cars each day. At 
350 bushels to the car, the crop of this 
place will make 257 car-loads. The 
yield, from what has been thrashed so 
far, is estimated at 00,000 bushels— 
an average of 22i bushels per acre. 
Add to this 35,000 on the Grandin 
farm, in which Mr. Dalrymple has a 
half interest, and which will average 
equally well, tho two farms will pro- 
duce 168,750 bushels of wheat this 
year. "Dalrymple farm" is a tract of 

II, 000 acres of laud near Casselton, 
twenty miles west of Fargo, on the 
line of the Northern Pacific Railroad. 
It is owned by George W. Cass, and 
B. P. Cheney, of New York, and Oliver 
Dalrymple, the "Wheat King of Min- 
nesota, as ho is termed. Twelve 
hundred acres were broken in 1875 and 
sowed to wheat last year. This year 
there are 4,000 acies iu wheat — and a 
splendid crop it is, too— and 7,000 
acres additional thisseason were broken 
for seeding next year. 

Mr. Dalrymple also owns half inter- 
est in what is known as the Grandin 
Farm, a tract of -10,000 acres, juat 
north of Elm River, in Trail County, 
Dakota, thirty-five miles north of 
Fargo. The other owners aro tho 
Grandin brothers, bankers, atTidioute, 
Tenn. On this farm there are 3,500 
acres in wheat this year, and some

Tho "Kobnische ZeituDg" publishes 
a very long report of the fighting at 
liovatz from its eminont military cor- 
respondent. How fearful and almost 
uuparalleled the carnage was is evident 
from a passage in which tho reporter 
describos his visit to tho principal re- 
doubt stormed by the Russians. About 
the breastworks and in the trenches he 
saw individual dead bodies lying here 
and there; "but when I came to tho 
southern portion of the redoubt," says 
he, "the most terriblo sight awaited 
mo. I believo that seldom, if ever, on 
so small a space of ground, such fear- 
fully wholesale murders have taken 
place. There lay Russians and Turks, 
dead and wounded, heaped up into a 
very mountain of human bodies." 
Nearly all had fallen from the horrible 
wounds given iu close combat by bayo- 
net thrusts and tho butt-ends of guns. 
He encountered sis layers of men ly- 
ing ono upou another. Now and thon 
an agouized cry of pain rose from tho 
depth of this hideous mass of confused 
limbs, beads, blood, and weapons. 
Many a still living man wan buried under 
this awful heap of corpses. "It was 
tho most fearful moment and the most 
horrible sight," ho adds, "that I have 
ever experienced iu my life. All tho 
Russiaus who lod me to tho spot turn- 
ed shudderingly away bb they camo 
upon this monstrous spectacle". Old 
Russian officers, who have boen hard- 
ened against the sight of blood and 
wounds by tho fightings in tho Cau- 
casus, told me that this moment would 
never pass out of their memories. In 
the awful severity and length of tho 
fight, with men falling every instant, 
it becamo impossible to separate the 
wounded from tho dead, and many of 
the former wero stilled or bled to 
death."

steam threshers, each witn a capacity 
of 1,000 bushels per day, are now at 
work threshing the grain. 

In addition to his interest in theRe 
two immense farms Mr. Dalrymple 
owns 2,000 acres of land in Cottago 
Grove, Minn., near St. Paul, 1,500 
acres of which is iu wheat, so that 
either solo or half owner Mr, Dalrymple 
is interested iu 9,000 acres of wheat 
this year, which will bo increased to 
15,000 next year. Wo may add that 
it is the intention of tho owners of theso 
two huge farms to break on an average 
about 5,000 acres each year until tho 
whole 100,000 acres are brought under 
cultivation. They havo abundant 
means, and the experiment so far has 
proved that it is not possiblo to make 
a better investment of money. This is 
the second year of tho enterprise, and 
so far the net profits have been over 
$10 per acre each year, for every acre.

Oar exolusive dispatches, which loft 
London yesterday,' bring ua the informa- 
tion that another attack on Plevna has 
been commoncod. The Russians, doubt- 
loss, believe in striking while tho iron in 
hot; and while tho news of recent report- 
ed victories in Asia Minor rings in 
the ears of the soldiers, is deemed tho fit- 
ting time for making another attempt to 
dislodgo the defenders of Plevna. That 
they will meot with a stubborn resistance 
any one who will read tho aocount of the 
second attack on Plevna cannot doubt. 
We devote considerable space to the pro- 
duction of the London Telegraph's ac- 
count this morning. It will bo found in- 
tensely interesting, convoying, as it does, 
a better idea of the scenes and incidents 
of that terrible encounter than any that 
has reached the Province. Muklitar Pa- 
sha's aocount of the battle near Kars has 
been received. It minimfys his losses and 
imparts a very different aspect to the af- 
fair to that conveyed by Russian dis- 
patches. Sulieman Pasha is near tho 
Lorn watching the Uzaro witch, and is pre- 
paring to offer him battle. The evouts of 
the next few uaya will bo absorbingly in- 
teresting. Wo confess to many misgiv- 
ings as to the fate of tho Turkish armies 
now in tho field. Russia is straining her 
resourcos to their utmost; but if beaton 
she will still bo in a condition to prepare 
for a spring campaign. Can tho Turks, 
should they lose their armies north of 
tho Balkans, offer a show of resistance 
south of that chain ? Can thoy stand tho 
strain on men and money necessary for 
another oampaign ? These are questions 
that agitate the friends of Turkoy in 
England at this moment; and events will 
Booa answer them.

A Sanguinary Battle Going on at 
Plevna ! 



Sentence of Death on the Penge Murder- 
ers in England. 

On the 27th inst. , Mr. Justice Haw- 
kins, in sentencing the Penge prisoners 
— Louis Henry Staunton, Patrick 
Staunton, Patrick Staunton's wife, and 
Alice Rhodes— to death for the murder 
of the wife of the first named by starv- 
ing her to death, made the following 
remarks of the nature of their crime : — 
"After a long, patient, painful, and 
anxious enquiry you have been found 
guilty of a crime so black and hideous 
that I believe it would be difficult to 
find its parallel. With barbarity al- 
.mo8t incredible you plotted together 
to take by cruel torture the life of a 
poor, innocent, helpless, and outraged 
woman, and although you do not stand 
to day convicted of having murdered 
her helpless child I cannot help feel- 
ing satisfied within my own own mind 
that you also contemplated and plotted 
and brought about its death, and, 
terrible as to my mind it is that you 
should have entered into so barbarous 
a plot, even more incredible is it to 
think how wicked and cruel was your 
conduct in witnessing day by day and 
hour by hour the gradual sinking to 
her grave, by slow torture, of the poor 
unhappy creature whom you sent to 
her rest." 

This is the case of Louis Henry 
Staunton, Patrick Staunton, Elizabeth 
Staunton, and Alice Rhodes, charged 
with the murder of Harriet Staunton 
by starvation and long continued ill 
treatment. Harriet Staunton was tho 
wife of Louis Staunton, and a woman 
of weak intellect. Patrick Staunton 
is the brother of Louis, and Elizabeth 
iB Patrick's wife. Alice Rhodes is the 
Bister of Elizabeth Staunton and the 
paramour of Louis Staunton. The 
parties are all in good circumstances, 
belonging to what is called in England 
the "middle class." Tho alleged starv- 
ing and maltreatment occurred in tho 
house of Patrick Staunton at Cudham, 
Kent, and the victim died after her 
removal to Penge, hence the name of 
"Penge case." 

English Mail. 

(Per stoauier Isabel.) 

Campbell Foster was onco addressing 
an English jury, and wai much annoyed 
by Digby Seymour cairying on a conver- 
sation the while. Presently ho lose all 
patience and, in his best brogue, said, 
"Pray, Mr. Saymour, be quiet." "My 
name is not Saymour; its Seymour," said 
Digby. Whereupon Foster angrily re- 
joined, " Then so^ 1 more and say less." 

Tho Mansion House Indian famine fund 
now amounts to over £200,000, Remit- 
tances to the extent of X. 105,000 have boon 
sent to India, and a further sum is to bo 
forwarded shortly. 

Plevna contains 17,000 pooplo, two 
ohurches, 19 mosques, 9 minarets; 1,127 
houses are inhabited by Christians, and 
1,627 by Mussulmans. 

A great gathering of eminent men will 
take placo at Chesterfield on the 17th of 
October, when tho Marquis of Hartington 
will lay tho foundation stone of a splendid 
hall to bo erected to the memory of Goo. 
Stophonson. tho great engineer. Tho hall, 
which is from tho designs of Messrs. 
Smith * Woodhouso, of Manchester, will 
cost about .£12,000. It will be used for 
purposes of highor education, special ar- 
rangements having been mado for science 
and art teaching. 

A sad accident has occurred at Jarrow 
by which six. children lost their lives. A 
number of children wero gathering coals 
on a road mado on tho sido of an old pit 
heap. Tho road foil in, and eight or ten 
of them were ontombod. Six wero taken 
out dead, and another is in a precarious 
condition. 

The Committoo of tho Church Associa- 
tion have obtained tho signatures of many 
thousand chinch men to a memorial to 
tho Queen praying for tho suppression bf 
the oonfossional in the Church of Eng- 
land. A conforenco will shortly bo hold to 
consider tho best means of putting down 
Ritualism. Tho supporters of tho Church 
Association, it is thought, do not base 
any sanguino hopes upon tho Ridsdalo 
judgment, and it is not unlikely that thoy 
will endeavour to compel furthor action 
on fcfce part ol thff Legislature.

EUROPE. 
London, Oct. IS. — A Paris corres- 
pondent telegraphs as follows: It is 
believed tho total Republican vote is 
380,000 in excess of that of 187G. As 
regards tho personal inlluonce of 
President MacMahon it is noticeablo 
that the arrondissement in which his 
country seat is situated returned a 
Republican by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, while all candidates as, for in- 
stance, M. Carrion Latour, and Rauol 
Duval, whom he sought to recommend 
to tho electors by visiting them during 
his various tours prior to olections, 
havo been rejected oxcopt tho Due do 
Harcourt and M. Fourtier, whose 
snccoss was certain from the start. 
Tho "Temps" (Republican) whose re- 
turns are reliable, says the ministerial 
force is composed of 99 Bonapartists, 
45 MacMahouites, 4A Legitimists and 
11 Orleanists. 

Paris, Oct. 17.— Other denials aro 
given to the statement that tho minis- 
ters intend to resign. It is stated 
that tho ministers have not for one 
moment entertained resignation any 
more than the President has through 
separating himself from them. Minis- 
ter Fostien, in receiving prefects to- 
day, explained to them in tho namo of 
the Government that tho electoral 
struggle which had gainod 50 seats for 
tho Conservatives would continuo on 
Oct. 2Sth, at second balloting, and on 
Nov. 4th at olections for tho Council 
General under precisely the same con- 
ditions as it was entered upon. It 
seems certain Gambetta is strenously 
endeavoring to unite all the factions 
of tho left into a single group.

Plevna Again Assaulted ! 



Bucharest, Oct. 17.— The bombard- 
ment of Plevna has recommenced 
along the whole lino and adecisivo ac- 
tion is imminent. Russian advices re- 
port a largo number of Turks desert- 
ing from Plovna. It is stated that 
Osman Pasha's communications with 
Sophia have been cut off. Suleiman 
Pasha is concentrating all his forces at 
Kadijoi. 

London, Oct. 17.— An official dis- 
patch from Mukhtar Pasha dated Kars 
Monday 15, Bays:— Our centre, after 
being oxposed four hours to an over- 
whelming cannonade and incessant as- 
saults, Was compelled to retreat, leav- 
ing Awalias Hill in tho hands of the 
enemy. The Russians then occupied 
all strategical points in tho direction 
of Kars, to which placo I withdrew 
with one division to prepare our re- 
venge. Another division continues to 
hold its position on Karadjh. Mukhtar 
says his loss is only 800 *hors du com- 
bat,' which is obviously untruo. Ho 
claims that a regiment and a half of 
Russian cavalry and four battalions of 
infantry were totally destroyed. Mukh- 
tar attributes his defeat to Russian re- 
inforcements and tho fact that they 
wore able lo place in position 200 guns 
manned by skillled artillerists. 

Constantinople, Oct. 17,— Suleiman 
Pasha on Tuesday made a reconnois- 
sance in person as far as Tirstirik. A 
battle with the Czarovitch is expected 
soon. Snow in Schipka Pass is. one 
metro deep and operations there aro 
impossible.

London, Friday — A dispatch from 
Tillis says it is estimated the Russians 
captured in the battle of Monday last 
32 battalions of Turks, four brigades 
of artillery, one hundred officers and 
two thousand horses. Amongst the 
killed aro a son of the Circassian Chief 
and the Turkish general of cavalry, 
Louisa Pasha. The Russians estimate 
the total Turkish loss at 10,000 men, 
together with a groat storo of muni- 
tions and provisions,

va which is further north, between 
Lorn and Jolta.

London, Friday— The steamer Knap- 
ton Hall of this port has been sunk at 
sea by a collision and twelve lives 
lost. 

A Paris correspondent telegraphs 
that 011 the part of the left there is a 
determination to be self-restrained. 
Tho idea of invalidation of elections by 
wholesale has been given up and only 
elections palpably vitiated will bo an- 
nulled. 

At ono of tho meetings of tho Cabi- 
net I know that Duke de Broglio has 
expressed himself clearly that tho Min- 
istry ought to resign, but alarming 
rumors are also current. All who ap- 
proach tho official spheres exclaim, 
"they aro mad; they havo lost their 
heads; they are dreaming of a state of 
siege, of fresh dissolution, of dictator- 
ship, of plebiscite, of moro energeti- 
cally managed elections, and of the 
so-called safety of the country at any 
price." The correspondent summarizes 
the views current at the Elyseo. Tho 
elections aro not regarded as necessi- 
tating a change of cabinet. The Mar- 
shal will want to see what the attitudo 
of the Chambers is. If it shows an 
aggressive temper and a disposition to 
thwart tho Cabinet or throw on the 
Marshal a dishonorable policy consist- 
ing of tho abandonment of his func- 
tionaries and tho violation of his sol- 
emnly, contracted pledges, he will dis- 
solve it again, and in tho unlikely 
event of the Senate refusing its as- 
sent lo dissolution the Marshal will, if 
necessary, persist in dissolving the de- 
puties, being guided only by tho pub- 
lic interests. Ho considers the olections 
show that Franco demands a republio 
coupled with order, and believes that 
ho alone can give her both in conjunc- 
tion. He thinks, also, that in I ho olec- 
tions of Sunday last tho country did 
not fully appreciate tho interests at 
stake.

The four Indians arrested on suspicion 
of being concerned in the murder of tho 
crew of the George S. Wright wero placed 
in the dock.

Tho Attorney- 
General had done all ho possibly could to 
try and find out somo evidence one way 
or the other. He (tho Superintendent) 
had also tried to get somo further evi- 
dence and had failed. Unless, therefore, 
bis Honor considered that Coma's evi- 
dence was sufficient he would ask that the 
four Indians bo disoharged. Mr. Good- 
hue has also boon interesting himself 
with reference to ascertaining whether 
Coma was at. the time on board tho George 
S. Wright and could obtain no satisfac- 
tion up to dato. 

Capt. Thos. Laughton, who was present 
in court, said he was certain Coma was 
not on board at tho time, and that if any- 
one ought to bo punished it should bo 
Coma. 

His Honor then discharged tho Indians.

three days. George Doughty deposed to 
being called in and finding tho last wit- 
ness holding the decoased in his arms. Dr. 
Matthews being sworn said ho had ex- 
amined tho body of tho deceased and 
found no external marks of violence; 
there was a little discoloration about tho 
neck, which points to heart disease in 
connection with the circumstances of his 
having suffered for a long time from 
rhoumalism and palpitation of the heart. 
In his opinion tho decoased died from 
heart disease In answer to tho jury— Tho 
discoloration of tho skiu on tho neck 
arises from tho blood not having passod 
through the lungs. Tho jury then re- 
turned a verdict that tho doceased Adolph 
Monz camo to his death from heart disease.

WITH THE TURKS AT PLEVNA. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE HATTI.IC. 

The following is a descrirjtion of tho 
lighting at tho redoubts before Plevna, 
as viewed by a correspondent of tbo 
London Telegraph, with tho Turkish 
army : — 

Sophia, Sept. 17.— On Tuesday, Sept. 
11, the loDg oxpected grand attack 
was made. At mid-day great masses of 
Russians were seen descending tho 
slopes near tho Loftcha road, exactly 
above tho town of Plevna, and ap- 
proaching tho hill which forms the third 
line of tho Ottoman defences facing 
northward. Osman Pasha was ready 
for'the assault. Without any delay his 
preparations wero carried out, tho 
redoubts were manned, and tho trench- 
es on either side occupied with troops, 
while reserves wore disposed in the beat 
positions for assisting tho defence 
wherever it might prove weakest. On 
tho southern side the task which the on- 
einy had beforo him was to take throe 
redoubts crowning tho top of a high 
ridge. On tho northern side the work 
cut out was to storm another high ridge 
similarly defended by the five redoubts 
also connected by intrenchmouts. 

I will describe tho Loftcha attack 
first. As soon as the movement bo- 
gan I wont to the top of tho lidgo.and 
saw the Russians advancing in heavy 
masses of closo column of battalions. 
The Turks, hold iu perfect discipline, 
reserved thoir lire till the leading mas- 
ses of the foe drew near enough for it 
to tell with deadliest efiect. Then 
opened above the heads of tho defen- 
ders iu tho trenches a more than over 
terrific cannonade, under which tho 
Russians wero soon to desperately 
quicken their step, advancing in open 
order, while thoir men woro falling 
singly and in groups all over tho fiery 
field. Now also quickened the dread- 
ful roll of the Turkish infantry fire, 
bursting forth from tho redoubts and 
intrenchments, to which the Russians 
could mako but a scattered reply, hur- 
rying as they wero uphill. While 
those vi^leys swopt backwards all 
along the trenches, tho assailants went 
down by hundreds; but as fast as the 
advanced files thus moltod away, 
swarms of fresh men could be seen 
pouring up from tho rear. They only 
served to feed, however, the awful 
harvest of death; yet, still pushing for- 
ward, with a certainly admirable devo- 
tion, tho mass of them at last appear- 
ed to be gaining ground. The reasou 
of this was their immense numbers, 
and tho reckloss use made of them by 
their leaders, for tho way in which the 
poor fellows were falling everywhere 
was by this timo terrible to witness. 

Reinforcements were now also free- 
ly pushed up on tho Turkish side, with 
the efiect of feeding afresh tho tre- 
mendous rifle tiro maintained in tho 
trenches. Tho nearer approach of tho 
Russian swarm of stormers to that 
whito and led line of llamo and smoko 
and tho bursting forth, as it seemed, 
everywhere of redoubled volleys, made 
this moment supremo. Clouds of 
Russians wero now quite closo to the 
edges of tho trenches, near euough, in- 
deed, to onablo tho officers who led 
them to make a visible employment of 
the rovolvors which they brandished. 
Amid ever-increasing slaughter on 
both sides.tho Turkish line once again 
received reinforcements, and then at a 
sudden signal — raising a tremendous 
shout of "Allah! Allah!" anddischurg 
ing simultaneous volleys — they woro 
seen to leap over tho lips of the tren- 
ches aud hurled thomsolvos with sloel 
and clubbed muskots upon tho Rus- 
sians. Thosu latter yielded, aud ran, 
for tho shock was intolerable, tho 
ground behind them being soon liter- 
ally covered with their dead and 
wounded as they went down undor 
this onset, or woro shelled from tho 
redoubts while flying across the valley 
to tho wooded hill opposito, 

Meanwhile tho attack on tho north- 
ern side of Osman Pasha's gieat 
stronghold was developing itself. 
About 13 o'clock in tho aftornoon Adil 
Pasha's preparations for resistance 
there had beon nearly completed. Tho 
tripled demilunes guarding tho hills 
had beon filled to thoir utmost possible 
capacity with ranks of concealed men; 
a double quantity of cartridges had 
been served out to every soldier; and 
tho batteries above wore all lavishly 
replenished with ammunition. Tho 
enemy now camo on. Ho was greatly 
exposed during passage of the hollows 
to the Ottoman Hholl tiro, which from 
tho first was already costing his ad- 
vanco doarly. I judge that tho Russo- 
Rouinaniaus drow nigh to us hero in a 
mass of men about equal to those di- 



rected againBt our other side. Loading 
tho way were clearly two wholo regi- 
ments, each of. three battalions; but 
these, unlike the others, did not spread 
themselves in a swarm, but advanced 
in long linos, taking every advantage 
that possible of the dips and slopes of 
the ground, In this ordor they were 
able to maintain from time to timo a 
heavy and regular fire on tho trenches 
and redoubts, to which tho Turks re- 
plied vigorously, suffering, however, 
meanwhile from tho enemy's distant 
artillery, which very persistently shell- 
ed their batteries, and tho infantry in 
the trouchesas woll, with a somewhat 
trying accuracy. In this manner the 
Russians gradually advanced, keeping 
their order, till shortly beforo four 
o'clock the word was evidently given 
them all of a sudden to mako a grand 
rush upon tho trenches. It was a 
splendid and thrilling but most ter- 
rible sight, to see the long lines top- 
ping the brow and breaking into tho 
critical impulse of the charge. As tho 
Russians thus accelerated thoir pace 
tho Turks in the trenches oponed upon 
them a perfectly consuming liro from 
their rifles, loading and discharging 
with tho most extraordinary and im- 
passive coolness, tho efiect of which 
was to literally wipe away lino after 
line of thoso doomed Muscovites as 
thoy successfully appoarod upon tho 
ridge of the hill. No sight, I think, 
was ever seen boforo like this in war- 
fare. It was the fearful triumph of tho 
breech-loading arm of precision. Each 
successive Russian battalion, as it 
bravely crowned that fatal plateau, was 
mown down by the deadly tiro as ridges 
of wheat go prone to tho earth before 
reapers. Again and again it soomed 
that scarcely a man stood up alive after 
tho thunder and lightning of one of 
these tempests of bullets. Tho Turkish 
officers, meautimo, with a' calmness 
worthy of the cool and sturdy stuff that 
thoy command, directed their men to 
load and fire as steadily as possible, 
and to bold tho muzzlos of their rifles 
low down at the waistbolts of the foe. 

Nevertheless, though tho loading 
Russian files faded away from the front 
of theTurkish trenches, tho same tactics 
of reinforcements wore being pursued; 
and, augmented by over fresh bodies 
of men, another and another attack- 
were delivered on tho northern face. 
Tho results were always exactly the 
same. The devotion or desperation of 
the enemy could not carry him past 
the edge of those clouds of smoke 
curling in lighted wreaths from the 
trenches; aud tho moment camo hero 
also when the Turks, with a loud cry 
of victory, dashed outsido then cover 
and furiously swopt tho remnants of 
their enemy from the hill, scarcely 
numbering now more than a fow hund- 
red of survivors. I estimate, from 
some experience of the battlefiolds, tho 
dead and wounded that lay around 
Plevna, after all this bloody work, at 
between G.OOO aud-7,000. The Turks 
brought back nine prisoners to the 
redoubts, who told us that thoro were 
battalions among thoso who had charg- 
ed first which had not a dozen men 
saved alive. 

After this exciting businoss there 
came upon tho scene of battle for some 
time a period of comparative peace, 
interrupted only by a sullen cannon- 
firing. This lasted for a certain inter- 
val, when by-aud-by news was brought 
to the outlook, where Osman Pasha 
watched tho wholo war-like scone, that 
the Russians were advancing yet again 
on tho Loftcha side. Once more, 
therofore, the trenches wero silontly 
filled up on tho threatened face, and 
this timo tho assault of the Russiaus 
proved, if possible, more than over 
furious, and was supported in greater 
numbers than before. A flank attack 
on tho other side of tho ridge was, 
moreover, combined with tho move- 
ment, the object being to seize some 
outlying redoubts, whioh woro the 
weakest part of our position, because 
tho approaches to thorn wore covered 
for some distance by a low scrub. This 
part of tho ground had been entrusted 
to tho Bashi-Bazouks, while tho Turk- 
ish regulars manned tho redoubts and 
tho intrenchmouts beyond. The Rus- 
sians apparently moved up a whole 
division for this part of thoir effort, 
advancing rapidly on tho front and 
flanks of the outlying redoubts. They 
were met, as heretofore, by a heavy 
shell fire from our batteries and a well 
sustained storm of rifle- bullets from 
pits, and, although some of Osman's 
troops engaged wero now groviously 
fatigued, the attack upon tho front of 
tho trenches was again and again re- 
pulsed with fearful slaughter, the 
Turks cheering loudly as the evening 
slowly fell. Suddenly tho Bashi- 
Bazouks, being unexpectedly assailed, 
lied in a panic, leaving tho important 
point they held in the hands of tho 
Russians, who pouring after them in 
enormous numbers, rushed upon and 
into tho redoubts higher up, which 
Jho Turks, half surprised, were unablo 
to deny to them , and consequently re- 
tired, or fell, lighting hand to hand, 
tho enemy swarming in and extending 
his temporary advantage afterwards to 
tho poss ession of two other redoubts, 
which wero seized and filled with his 
men. 

As night fell thoro prevailed no in- 
considerable alarm amongst tbo townspeo- 
ple of Plevna, since our foo was now in 
apparently strong occupation of a hill not 
300 yards distant from its outskirts. All 
night long a desultory struggle went on— t 
tho one side to maintain, and the other to 
dislodge; lint darkness limited thoso ef- 
forts. Wednesday morning dawned aud 
found theTurkish' commander gloomy and 
taciturn, but wrath fully determined to re- 
cover tho compromised points of his de- 
fence!. Orders wero given by Osinan to 
Emir unci Thahir Pashas to attack tho lost 
hillock with twenty buttallioiiH. The tight 
began with tho very first clear streaks of 
light in tho sky, the Russians resisting all 



night thoy had managed to throw up 
rough ramparts of earth in ro verse of our 
captured position. Tho Turks, nevorthe 
loss, gradually recovered lino after lino of 
of the entrenchments, till at midday they 
wero well lodged near the top of tho emi- 
nence, the Russians still holding it wood- 
ed shouldor and also the redoubts on tho 
ridges, in which spots tho headquarter 
camp and other neighboring batteries 
fiercely shelled them with a precision cost- 
ing them terrible sacrifices. 

At two o'clock tho Ottoman soldiers 
had got as far as tho scrub and fresh 
troops were being sent round to help them 
by attacking tho Russians in tho rear. 
The Muscovites largely reinforced, once 
and again drove back from the disputed 
redoubts their sturdy antagonists who, 
however, on each occasion, retired only 
to return with fresh cheors, till they stood 
firm at last under cover of the wood. At 
threo o'clock tho ferocious combat roachad 
its culminating point, for stoutly as tho 
Russiaus tried to hold thoir conquest, 
they wero at last hurled out bloodily be- 
yond rampart aud trench, doing the 
utmost that courage permitted, but utter- 
ly unable to resist tho indomitable rpsolve 
of tho Osmanlis. About this timo also 
two i'rosh battalions of our side came np 
in tho roar of tho wood, and whon tho 
bugles sounded olear above tho thunder 
of the battle tho notos of the Turkish 
charge— that never-to bo-forgotten cry of 
"Allah!" Allah!'; — echoed again aloDg all 
our lino, and Osman's men, sweeping 
forward at tho top of their speed, thrust 
down tho hill tho last throngs of the 
lingering Russian resistance. Tho soldiers 
of tho Czar, iu a wild saute que peui, now 
flung away their arms and scampered 
down the incline, leaving their guns and 
everything belonging to ttiornin the bat- 
tery, i Tho Turks, in tho pursuit, strewed 
the glacis of tho redoubts with flying 
Russians, and it scorned that those who 
escaped wore st-.ved chiefly by tho ener- 
getic firo opened from tho Russian 
batteries. 

Osman's meu captured there six can- 
non, including two which had boon 
previously lost, as wall as immense 
quantities of small arms and ammunition. 
1 estimate fho Muscovite loss in the 
second ougagomont on Wednesday as at 
least 5,000. I assuro you that tho long 
hill and tho valley lying beneath it pre- 
santod at this crisis a pioturo of human 
passions and human anguish perfectly 
indoscribablo for tho fury and the horror 
displayed. 

Thus Wednesday saw almost all the 
slight lossos of Tuesday's fighting trium- 
phantly repaired. On Thursday, aud also 
during part of Friday, tho broken enemy 
feebly and, as it wore, formally bombard- 
ed our headquarters camp from the north- 
eastern sido, without any result. 

It was on Saturday evening that I left 
Plevna. Several of tho Pashas iu Osman's 
army had been wounded iu tho fighting, 
but all of them I bolievo aro doing well., 
More seriously hurt was Riza Bey, Osman's 
chief aide-de-camp, by tho explosion of a 
shell. Ali Ghalib Bey, also a Hungarian 
oolonol of tho highest military capacity, 
was struck by a bullet in tho head while 
leading his regiment; aud Ibrahim Bey, 
commanding the uorthormost redoubt, was 
struck by tho spliuter of a shell, while the 
Sultan's forces havo, of course, lost many 
hundreds of killed and wounded, though 
the total relatively to tho Russian sacri- 
fices is small. The troops wore in the 
highest spirits, every man of them feel- 
ing, seemingly, the most perfect confi- 
dence iu the genius and fortune of his 
commander. When I loft, strong rein- 
forcements wero moving into thi defences 
from the side of Orchauie. 

But tho sight of sights to which my 
thoughts recur— and to which they must 
ever recur with mingling admiration and 
horror as long as I livo -is that two-fold 
spectaclo of tho flaming field of battle and 
of the awful results of it lying on tho 
rounded hills of Bulgaria. As I came 
out of tho improvised fortress so wonder- 
fully created by Osmau Pasha aDd so 
superbly defended, I passed over the 
fighting-ground of tho previous days on 
tho Loftcha sido. I limit my imagina- 
tion as strictly as I can in expressing the 
opinion that tho corpses lying still un- 
buried there — principally Russians — 
numbered at least as many as 8,000. 
Dreadful by daylight, tho aspect of that 
vast Golgotha was yet moro awful under 
tho light of tho stars,- a large part of the 
dead bodies amid which wo picked our 
way lying naked iu ovory conceivable 
position, with distorted limbs, with black 
and bloody faces on tho grin, with clench- 
ed lists and glaring eyes, and Bonio of 
them sitting bolt upright, their dead jaws 
dropped and stiffened fingers grimly 
pointing. Thoro woro places wuero these 
viotima lay in cvon lines, just— to repeat 
my simile— as swathes of grain lie iu the 
cornfield, There were othors whero the 
ground was covered with siuglo separate 
carcases, as if a crowd of spectators at 
'some out-of-door show had been sudden- 
ly struck dead where each man stood. 
Everywhere was evidence of the deadly 
nature of tlto musketry firo whioh tho 
Turks had fed with tho almost perfect 
weapon which had been put into thoir 
hands for this war. Along tho incline of 
a large hill, right across both flanks of a 
wido valley, and far away again over an- 
other rise, dead Russians literally paved 
the ground which I crossed in leaving 
Plevna. Much tho samo overwhelming 
Bight was to be witnessed on tho north 
eastern side, aud also iu tho othor points 
whore tho Russian Generals hurled their 
bravo but unfortunato rank and filo reck- 
lessly against the very muzzles of the 
Ottoman rifles; till for sheer lack, at last, 
of more human blood to spill and squan- 
der, they had to desist from their cruel 
undertaking, 

At the Cholsea Board of Guardians a 
poorly-dressed man attouded to complaiD 
that a younger brother, an inmato of one 
of tho district schools, was about to be 
sent into tho army against his will. Con- 
siderable discussion ensued as to tho pow- 
er of tho Board to compel pauper lads to 
onlist, and tho matter ended by ono of 
the members—- Mr. O'Connor — tolling tho 
applicant to inform bis brother that they 
couldn't mako him a soldior against his 
will, and if they tried to do so ho was to 
write a letter to tho Board. 

At tho Trades' Congross at Leicester re- 
cently, Mr. Brassey, M.P., delivered an 
address upon "Work and Wages in 1877," 
in which he contended that England holds 
i its own in tho international competition for 
trade, and said that if wages are higher 
labour is relatively chcapor, and that tho 
depression is mainly attributable to rock- 
Iohs overtrading by omployors and abuse 
of Joiut Stock Acts.
